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JUDGE GROSSCUP’S STATEMENT. 

I do not know when, or how, I shall 
announce my conclusions upon the valid- 
ity or effect of this so-called “ ninety- 
nine year act.” I donot know whether I 
shall make any announcement at all. The 
hearing here today és not a litigation; it 
is not a case; it is simply a method I 
adopted to obtain in an open, public way, 
such information and argument as may 
be needed properly to conserve the prop- 
erty intrusted to my care, while, at the 
same time, taking heed of the just inter- 
ests of the city.

INSECT FINDS POOR PICKING. 


Love Feast at Rockford Turns out Dis- 
astrously for the Ogle Cqunty Farm- 
er Candidate, as the Resolutions 


Admitted That Lerimer Will Be for 


a Few Offices. 
The gubernatorial bee of Col. Frank 0. 
Lowden, an Ogle county farmer, buzzed 
‘away from Sinnissippi farm yesterday to 
northern Illinois political flower beds. It re- 
turned to the colonel last night with drooping 


wings and honeyless, For the scheme to se- 


cure an indorsement of Farmer Lowden's 
candidacy from the love feast of Thirteenth 
district republicans at Rockford yesterday 
fell through, the “ harmony ” 
adopted omitting all reference to his name. 

The outcome of the meeting was something 
of a setback for the colonel’s ambitions. The 
politicians who helped the horny handed hus- 
bandman frame up the scheme in his Ogle 
county fastness had entertained great hopes 
of this preliminary test of public opinion. . 

But the best they were able to telephone 
out to the farm along about early milking 
time was that one lone orator, Howard O. 
Hilton, had advocated the Lowden candidacy 
and that a scant 25 of nn er 
ent had applauded. 

“Lorimer Will Be for Lowden.”’ 
It transpired during the conference that 


the plan all along nas deen to make Low- 


den the organizat:| or Lorimer candi- 
“Lorimer will be for Lowden, all 
right,” was the promise of the ringleaders 
made on every side at Rockford to those 
who doubted that Lowden had any backing 
in sight. 

start to finish the love feast was in 
the hands of Lowden people, but all together 
they were unable to steady the shorthorn 
gubernatorial boom on its wabbly legs. 
State Committeeman James R. Cowley of the 
Stephenson county delegation was the mas- 
ter of ceremonies, and led off with a lengthy

| Speeches and a Resolution. 

State Senator Homer Aspinwall said that 
northern IIlinols had always been buncded 
out of its desserts in the state conventions 
and he wanted to see the 400 delegates north 
and west of the Illinois river so united in 
the next convention that the north would 
get a few offices. 


Similar speeches were made by H. C. 


Burchard of Stephenson, A. 8. Leckie of

1 Col. Moses Dillon of Sterling. But never a 


word of Farmer Lowden, although on sev- 
eral occasions the ringleaders betrayed

ENDS IN ARREST. 


Theodore Gross, Who Sold 
T. F. Walsh’s Property 
in London, Charged 
with Fraud. 


| PARTNER SECURES WRI‘. 


Prisoner Taken at Athletic Club,

to have been $200,000, Theodore Gross, a mine 
promoter, spent last night in the county jail. 


‘was his failure to secure bonds of §25.000 
under a he exeat writ and his refusal to 
answer the questions of Master in Chancery 
John J. Healy. 

Richard Polson, Chicago manager of Wal- 
ter Baker & Co. (limited), is Gross’ accuser. 
He declares that Gross fraudulently withheld 
$125,000 due him as commission in the sale 
of the Camp Bird Mining company stocks 
from Thomas F. Walch, the Colorado mil- 
-Honafre, now of Washington, D. C., to the 
Venture company of London. This transac- 
tion was made in May, 1902. Grose is de- 
clared to have received from the English tn- 
vestors 25,000 shares of the company’s stock 
and a large sum from Mr. Walsh. Polson de- 
clares that his partner admitted having re- 
ceived $50,000 and that he has never ac- 
counted for this sum. 


Arrested at the Athletic Club, 

Gross was arrested at noon on Wednesday 
in the Chicago Athletic club. He arrived 
in Chicago Tuesday evening from London, 
where he has been since last November. 
Six weeks ago Mr. Polson in a chance con- 
versation heard that Grose had received 
the $200,000 commission and also that Gross 
had been accused of fraudulent dealings in 
New York six years ago. Detectives were 
at once detailed to shadow Gross, and when 
he reached Chicago Mr. Polson was noti- 
fied. He at once secured the writ and with 
a deputy sheriff hurried to the clubhouse in 
Michigan avenue. 

“My dear fellow, how delighted I am to 
gee you,” exclaimed Gross as he saw Polson 
approaching. It does me good to look at 
you again. How have you been? Comeand 
sit down. Your friend?’ he added as the 
deputy remained near. 

“TIT am @ deputy sheriff with a writ for 
your arrest,” was the 
answer. 

Gross gasped and almost fell. 

“If you knew all you would be more len- 
lent, was his only remark. 


Sent to Jail by Master Healy. 

He was then taken before Judge Chytraus, 
who referred the hearing to Master Healy. 
After being told the bond that would be re- 
quired Gross was allowed to go with a dep- 
uty and visited Mr. Otis and others. He 
remained in the custody of the sheriff dur- 
ing the night and yesterday morning declined 
to answer the questions of the master touch- 
ing the mine transaction and partnership 
contract. Then he was sent to jail. 

Beside the ne exeat writ Polson also se- 
cured an injunction restraining Gross or his 
father-in-law, Daniel C. Otis, 5822 Wash- 
ington avenue, from removing any property 
locked in any safety deposit vault in the 
city. Mrs. Gross and Frederick W. Baker 
are also made defendants. The case will be 
taken up this morning. 

Story of Big Mine Transaction.. 

According to the allegations of the bill, 
Gross and Polson entered into an agreement 


all profits they might receive through. the 
sale of mining properties they represented 
in Colorado. Chief among these was the 
Camp Bird company's stock. Another con- 
tract was made by the two men on June 25, 
1901, it is declared. Polson at various times 
advanced $28,000 to both Gross and Otis, he 
says, to promote the sale of these stocks, 
which were the property of Mr. Walsh. 
Negotiations for the sale of the gold mine 
proceeded satisfactorily and at length the 


stock was transferred from Mr. Walsh to the 


London company. The price paid was 
$8,500,000. Representatives from London 
visited the Colorado property as the guests 
of Gross. Mr. Walsh was paid the purchase 
price and the representatives returned to 
England. Still Polson received no commis- 
sion. Gross finally told him, itis stated, that 
$50,000 in stock had been paid to him as com- 
mission by the London company and that he 
had got nothing from Mr. Walsh. 
Polson Hears Startling News, 

Six weeks ago, however, Mr. Polson met 
Hugb M. Quackenbos, western freight agent 
of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. Mr. 
Quackenbos had introduced Gross to Polson 
at the Chicago Athietic club six years ago. 

“By the way, how is Gross getting on?’ 
asked Mr. Quacken boa. He certainly made 
a barrel of money out of that gold mine deal. 
Got commissions from both the London peo- 
ple and Mr. Walsh. I understand.“ 

Mr. Quackenbos went on to relate that 
Gross had received $100,000 from Mr. Walsh 
as a commission, and also 25,000 Shares of 
stock from the London corporation. 

“ Why, I put $28,000 cash in that deal,” ex- 
claimed Mr. Polson, “ and I never have re- 
ceived a cent.“ Then he hastened to the et- 
fice of his attorney, Emery 8. Welker of 
Walker & Raphael. 


An investigation satisfied the lawyers that 
Gross had been living under a false name. It 
Is declared that he is Theodore Klein, a native 
of Vienna, Austria, and the petition heard by 
Judge Chytraus sets forth that he was com- 


lent dealings. It is alleged also that Gross 
was about to leave the United States with 
such stocks and cash as he could secure when 
arrested here. 

A petition asking that a receiver beappoimt- 
ed to close up the affairs of the partnership 
of Gross & Polson was also filed, and Mar- 
shall D. Ewell was made receiver. He will 
be required to bring into court all the papers, 
checks, stocks, and other documentary prop- 
erty of the partnership.

Promise to Arbitrate Is Repudiated as 
Seen as President Gempers Leaves 
the City—Demand That Beth Hotel 
ond. Reetauraat Employers Agree 
First te Give All the Strikers Their 
Old Places — Koehissate to Reopen 
Bakeries and Lunchroems. 


Peace negotiations between the hotel and 
restaurant proprietors and their striking em- 
ployés were abandoned at 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing, and preparations were at once made for 
continuance of the struggle. 

The officers of the Cooks and Waiters’ 
union precipitated the renewal of the strike 
by repudiating their agreement, made thirty- 
six hours earlier, to submit all their griev- 


andes to arbitration. They did this in spite 


of a written promise to arbitrate signed 
by all of them. 

The “ preliminaries’ which the strikers 
demanded before submitting to arbitration 
were: 

Recognition of the union and the promise 
to hire only ita members. 

“ Reinstatement of all the strikers end 
the dicharge of all the imported employés.”’ 


What the Employers Asked. 

The restaurant men, who met with the em- 
ployés first, demanded that both of the fore- 
going propositions be submitted to arbitra- 
tion. When they found the union represent a- 
tives obdurate they offered to take back 88 
per cent of the strikers and give the others 
places as soon as possible. The union com- 
mittee took this proposition back to the joint 
board—their governing body—but it refused 
even to consider it. 

Then at night the hotel proprietors met 


| with the union representatives, and when 


the latter set forth the same demands as were 
given to the restaurant proprietors a heated 
debate arose. The employers declared that 
the union had promised to arbitrate every- 
thing, and the employés asserted that union 
recognition and the reinstatement of men 
Were not proper subjects of arbitration. 
With that declaration negotiations were 
broken off. 


When Gompers’ Back Was Turned. 
The change of attitude among the strikers 
followed the departure from the city of Pres- 


ident Samuel Gompers of the American Fed- 


eration of Labor. It was at his suggestion 
that they promised to arbitrate all the ques- 
tions in dispute, and make an immediate ad- 
justment of the controversy. He left early 
in the day. 

It developed last night, both at the joint 
conference and at the meeting of the union 
leaders, that they never had seriously agreed 
to arbitrate, but had taken that attitude to 
quiet Mr. Gompers. They feared to disagree 
with him while he was in the city, but now 
that he is gone they are willing to assume the 
responsibility. The repudiation of the arbi- 


tration agreement was not expected by the 


members of the Steam Power council, who 
brought about the preliminary negotiations, 
It stunned the teamsters, who met last night 
at the request of the strikers themselves, 
Both organizations were severe in their de- 
nunciation of such conduct. 


8 Will Picket the Hotels. ee 
The strikers declare their intention of 


picketing every hotel and restaurant in the 


city. They hope to stop every team and to 
wage a bitter fight on the nonunion em- 
ployés who are filling their places. Prophecies 
were made early this morning that rioting 
may begin before night in various sections of 
the city. 

“We are stronger tonight than ever be- 
fore, was the statement given out by the 
joint board of the union. “ Our ranks have 
solidified and our active members are a unit 
for a continuance of the struggle We hold 
that we are justified in our action, for the 
issues which were brought up are not arbi- 
tratable.“

If you stay here long 
enough you are sure to meet them all and 
from all countries. | 


Why New York Is Not a Capital. 
New York is not a capital. You cannot 
get in a city, no matter how great, people 
that a stranger wants to meet unless it is 
@ capital. A stranger who comes to New 
York says he finds there more elegant hos- 
pitality than anywhere else in the world, 
but that he never meets the people who 
govern the country. There are two reasons 
for this: they are in Washington, and New 
Tork society doesn't care for them. ; 


Leisure Class Is Increasing. 
The reason why one sees more Americans 
here each year during the London season is 
the number of leisure Americans is increas- 
ing. Twenty years ago, even ten years ago, 
there was no such thing as a leisure class 
in America—that is, people of wealth or of 
ample income who lived only forsport. Such 
a man found he had no companions, because 
all his friends were in business, and when he 
tried to see them at their offices he was a 
nuisance, so he came to Europe to live, where 
the social element exists only for sport—so- 
ciety in season, and after that hunting, or 
yachting, or society in Paris or in the Riviera.

June 5 which devotes nearly a page to the 
story of Lula Frazier, the colored. girl sent 
‘to the McRee convict camp nine months 
fago to work out an attorney fee in a case 
‘Wij which she had been accused of bigamy 
and acquitted. 

The story reveals the fact that in the con- 
vict camps of Georgia the people of that 
tate have revived the worst features of 
slavery. Negroes are herded in stockades 
and camps, whipped for trivial offenses, and 
‘compelled to marry against their will and 
without legal ceremony. They are forced 
to do degrading labor without pay. 

These things can hardly be believed in the 
\siorth. Yet they have been proved by recent 
\exposures of the horrors of the convict 


The grand jury at Waycross, Ga., has been 
investigating the slave pen known as the 
McRee camp, with the result that a shocking 
condition of affairs has been discovered. 
There is, unfortunately, no way to remedy 
the evil without repealing the law which 


Story of a Slave Girl. 

Lula Frazier lived at Waycross with her 
husband and child. She was arrested on a 
charge of bigamy by One Arm Charlie,“ a 
professional “ crime hunter.” 

A brief explanation here: Under the 
Georgia law a person accused of crime, when 
convicted, Gan be sold to any convict camp 
owner who will pay her fine, the fees, and her 
‘attorney's bill. Under the law men known as 
“crime hunters” are able to cause the ar- 
rest of any negro on a trumped up charge. 
ne negro is likely to be convicted unless he 
f/employs a lawyer. In the latter event, even 
acquittal does not enable the accused to 
ebcape the convict camp, for. he can be sold 
te any one who will pay his lawyer. 


Sold for Lawyer’s Fee. 
Lula ‘Frazier was accused of bigamy by 
“One Arm Charlie.“ She was kept in Jadl 
three weeks and then tried and acquitted. 
Her lawyer was William Crawiey. He 
wharged her $50, which she couldn't pay. 
Frank McRee paid Crawley the $50 and the 
‘court sent the woman to the McRee camp 
for fourteen months to work out the amount. 

Her story told to the county commissioners 
after she had been rescued by the sheriff un- 
‘Ger orders of the grand jury may be taken 
as evidence of the shocking condition of af- 
fairs in the Georgia slave pens. 

When Lula was brought into the commis- 
gioner’s room at the courthouse on Tuesday, 
she was with her erstwhile husband, Nathan 

er.. She was first asked why she had 
gone to the McRee camps. She replied that | 
Mr. Will Crawley had got her to go there 
to pay lawyer's fee. She was asked if she 
voluntarily hired to McRee. Shereplied that 
she did not, but thought she had to go there. 
ne said she went with Mr. Frank McRee. 
Were you allowed your freedom when you 
got there? asked the commissioners. 


Locked Up at Night. 


“JT was locked up at night 
go,“ she replied. 


“Nine months.” 
Did they pay you anything?” 

„They never paid me any money while 
1 was there. They promised to pay me $5 
* month. dut never have paid me any-. 
thing.“ 

What did vou do there?” 

„ worked in the fleld and milked and 
eooked for the hands.“ 

“Did they whip you any?“ 

“They whipped me twice with a leather 
strap wide as your four fingers.” 

Tula id that she was Pocked up along

from Valdosta, Sallie Powell and Maggie 
Hardy from Waycross. She said that the 
wen were locked in a long house just in front 
of the house where the women were. 


Compelled to Marry. 

Lula was asked if she had not married 
Genin while she was there. ‘ 

Mr. Ed McRee made me marry a man 
named Henry Hadley.“ 

„ PDian't you tell him you were already 
married and hed a husband here in Way- 
roses? was asked. 

“ Yes, sir, I told him’ I, bag a husband here, 
Sut he laughed and said iv didn’t make any 
difference, as I would never see him no 
more 

Lula said that she had a boy 8 years old 
‘and that the McRees had asked her to bind 
the boy to them, and when she refused they 
told her they would have him whether she 
consented or ndét, and that she findlly con- 
sented to let them have the boy as long. as 
she staid there. She was asked if she had 


signed’ a contract, and said that she had 


touched the pen, but did not know what it 
was about. 

She was asked if she felt like a convict 
at the McRee camp. I didn't feel that way 
till I got that Whipping.“ she replied. 

(She was asked if she desired to go back 
to McRee's. I'm afraid to go back; he 
might kill me.“ 

Taken to Camp at Night. 

Lula said that she had gone away from 
Waycross at night. That she was carried to 
the depot in a hack, and when she was asked 
who was present when she was carried off 
she replied, Mr. McClellan, Mr. McDona) 
Mr. Crawley, and One Arm Charlie.“ 

She claimed that she did not sign any con- 
tfact here, but after she got to the camp. 
Baid that she,“ touched the pen when she 
got there 
“She paid that she did not send for Mr. 
Crawley to represent her, but that he came to 
—the jail and said he would represent her. 
“I did not see why I owed him anything. 
and I had’ not stood any trial.“ 

Nr. Crawley says this is untrue, and that 
ghe did send for him to represent her. That 
he had represented her previously in a fur- 
More case, and this led up to his employ- 
went in this case. 

‘She said that when she left there the other 
Gay Mr. Ed McRee told her if anybody asked 
her anything to tell them she had been get- 
ting on all right and getting $5 a month. 


Story of theSherif. . 

@heriff Miner, who went Lula, said 
“that. when’ he arrived there Lula was rep- 
resented as Henry Hadley’s wife. That Me- 
Ree told him to ask her if she had not been 
getting $5 a month and had not been well 
treated. The sheriff declined to ask the ques- 
tions, and then McRee said she had been 
paid $5 a month and that his books showed 
it. Sheriff Miller said McRee told him that 
Hadley had wired to Valdosta for a lawyer. 
‘That the lawyer came and held a conference 
with McRee and the woman. McRee wanted 
Made to put in a claim for the woman as 
wife, but the sheriff advised that Henry 
not come to Waycross, as he might 
meet the other husband there and have trou- 
ble. That McRee came over to Waycross 
on the same train with himself, consulted 

a lawyer, but went back on the noon train. 
Lula was again questioned about her fee. 
She said that her fee was $50, and that Mr. 
“MeCiellan was present when Mr. 
told her the fee was $50. 


No Warrant Was Issued. 

"The jail record shows that Lula was let out 
on bond, but ae yet no bond or warrant has 
been found. Ex-Sheriff McClellan says thet 
he thinks she let out on bond on one 
of the charges. and that it is likely that the 
ond has been misplaced. He says that he 
wae not present when the woman was sent 
off, As te had nothing to do with the case 
after she was released.

camps.’ If, as Lula Frazier alleges, Mr. 
Crawley charged her a fee of $50 to defend 
her, and if that fee were excessive, it is a 
personal matter and not a matter of public 
concern, but when Mr. Crawley traded her 
off to the proprietors of a private convict 
camp, where she was locked up, beaten, and 
‘even forced into the unlawful state of 
bigamy, then it becomes a matter of public 
concern, and the public must demand cor- 


rection or bear the infamy of such a shame. 


5 Same All Over Georgia. 

„Mr. Crawley is not responsible for this 
condition. He is no more to blame than the 
sheriffs and solicitors all over the state of 
Georgia, who practice the same methods 
every day in the year. These are not the 
only eases, this is not, the only place, Mc- 
Ree’s is not the only camp. It is practiced 
all over the state and under the laws of the 
state and the state of Georgia is behind 
this barter in flesh and blood. It is the fee 
system which pays sheriffs and solicitors and 
bailiffs and constables and crime hunters, 
like our One Arm Charlies, to dig up cases, 
real and fanciful, against men, and convict 
them, if possible, whether guilty or not. 

„ The lawyers, as a rule, are against the re- 
peal of the fee system, because the system 
makes business for them. It brings more 
people into court and creates fees, where 
no crime has been committed and where 
there should be no need of a lawyer, as in the 
case of Lula Frazier. 

% Attorneys tell us that a repeal of the 
fee ‘system will not prevent a continuance 
of private concerns paying the fines of con- 
victs and taking them into their service for 
any length of time the parties may willingly 
or unwillingly agree to serve. 


Law Should Be Repealed. 

“Tt may not, but it will do this: it will de- 
stroy the comity existing between the offi- 
cers of the law and proprietors of private 
that cordial 
entente is destroyed, the crimes these private 
lessees commit by whipping and confining 
negroes, will no longer be overlooked or 
condoned, and when they can no longer lock 
these negroes up and beat them at will, they 
will no longer contract for such labor, and 
the ‘result will be that negro convicts will 

no longer have their fines paid, and, conse- 
— they will have to serve out their 
terms with the counties in which they are 
sentenced, on the public roads where they 
properly belong. 

It is time the state of Georgia were go- 
ing out of the slave business, and when 
the «state stops bartering its citizens to’ 
private convict camps, lawyers will sell no 
more men and women for their fees. 


NEGROES GUARDED BY TROOPS . 
SENT TO KENTUCKY PRISON. 


Three Colored Men Sentenced for Mur- 
derous Assault on the Farrow Family 
Near Maysville. 


Maysville, Ky., June 18.—[Special.]—San- 
Gere, Morris, and Mann, the three negroes on 
trial here today for murderously assaulting 
the Farrow family, were convicted and each 
sermtenced to five years in prison. The pris- 
oners were guarded by three companies of 
state troops during the trial to prevent their 
being lynched. 

Tomorrow the three negroes will be tried 
for burglary, as that crime was committed 
at the time of the assault on the Farrow 
family, and it is expected that each will be 
given an additional sentence of ten years. 

J. B. Farrow, who is now in the hospital 
from the effects of the assault, is not expect- 


ed to live, and in the event of his death the 


three negroen will be pardoned and tried for 


murder. 


NEGRO CONSULTS PRESIDENT. 


Booker T. Washington Asks Roosevelt’s | 
Advice Concerning Proposed Visit 
to South Africa. 


Washington. D. C., June 18.—Prof. Booker 
T. Washington, president of Tuskegee insti- 
tute, Ala., called upon President Roosevelt 
today to consult with him concerning his 
acceptance of an offer he received recently 
from Lord Gray of the British South African 
company. 

The company desires Prof. Washington to 
visit south Africa and make a study of 
racial conditions in British territory and re- 
port to the company and to the British gov- 
ernment his plans for the betterment of the 
industrial, educational, and moral condition 
of the people. 

Prof. Washington would be absent on the 
mission about six months. It is scarcely 
likely he will accept the offer, as influential 
friends have urged that it would keep him 
isto from his work in this country too 

ong.

Chicago, June 17.—[{Editor of The Tribune. 
have read with great interest your communications 
from your correspondents regarding the ‘‘ negro 
problem,“ and permit me to say that the effort to 
give through the extensive and valuable media of 
your journal a faithful 23 * of the situation as 
it is tn the south today is worthy of the highest 
commendation, 

A residence for many years in the south and fre- 
quent visits to that section since my removal some 
years «ago, together with a deep interest in the 
great racial-problem, have fitted me at least for an 
intelligent and appreciative Interest in all that - 
peared on that subject. 

I read with special interest the article this morn- 
ing, and can vouch for the truthful presentation of 
the actual situation. There are many communt- 
ties where the negro population exceeds the white, 
and in the event that numbers were allowed to 
rule chaos would inevitably ensue. It is a hard 
thing for those who look at this subject with opera 
giasses, so to 
the magnitude and difficulties of social equality. 
No one has more sympathy than I have for the 
negro race. They are not responsible for their 
skin. nor their low place in the scale of mora! and 
intelligent development. No enactments of any 
legislative body can supply that which nature 
has not had sufficient time to accomplish. The 
white race has had to attain its present stage 
through centuries of training. We will grant to the 
negro the initial impulse for such development, 
but only the slow processes of evolution can pos- 
sibly bring him to the same level. Time, patience, 
and the exercise of those virtues which alone make 
nations great will ever be able to bring him to a 
position of real equality wherein the differences 
of birth and education disappear. The problem 
before the American people today is to know 
how to reach that nice adjustment between benev- 
olence which, when too freely and indiscriminate- 
ly bestowed, dwarfs and degrades a man, and the 
true application of “ self-help *’ principles, which 
arouses the best that is in us and leads to the high- 
est achievement. Booker Washington has struck 
the keynote, and those who aid him and others 
who work on the same line are helping more to solve 
the problem and render the American people true 
to a heritage which has been left them Uy a 
decadent age than all te maudlin sentimentality 
originating in the minds of those who are too 
far rechoved from the problem to appreciate its 
reality and Importance.

Washington, D. C., June 18.—[Speeial. 
Germany is agitated because of the enforce- 
ment ot the countervailing duties on Ger- 
man sugar imported into the United States, 
and is seeking to have these duties removed. 
Representations have been made to the state 
department by the German embassy with a 
view to securing more favorable treaterent 
for German sugar. 

Inquiry was made of Secretary Hay to 
learn if this government intended: to enforce 
these duties after Sept. 1. 
tary Taylor of the treasury department was 
communicated with by Secretary Hay, who 
was informed that it was the purpose of the 
government to. continue to collect these — 
ties. Their enforcement will practical! 
out German sugar, as the counter 
duty is equal to the heavy export bounty 
‘paid by the German government on sugar 
produced in its territory. 

Germany is not pleased with the decision of 
this goVernment, and this may lead to fur- 
ther unfair treatment of American goods 
shipped to that country. Germany has for 
some time discriminated against American 
meats and meat products, and ff there is fur- 
ther action in this direction it will undoubt- 
edly lead to retaliation by the United States 

There ie no disposition on the pert of the 
president or r his administration to force com- 
mercial warfare between Germany amd the 
United States, as it would be disastrous to 
the American and German people alike. 
There is a determination, however, on the 
part of the president to see that American 
goods exported to Germany are given fair 
treatment. 

While a commercial war would be deplored 
by every one, the administration will not 
hesitate to take all necessary steps in the 
premises. Since the enactment of the agri- 
cultural appropriation bill by the last con- 
gress the president has been in possession of 
a powerful weapon which can be used ef- 
fectively Go prevent unjust discrimination 
against American goods by European na- 
tions. It is an innocent little item which 
forbids the importation into the. United 
States of goods which are misbranged and 
are deleterious to health. : 

The secretary of agricujture is given power 
to imstruct the chemists et his department to 


analyse all goods. It is a well known fact 


that a large proportion of the goods import- 
ed from Europe could be barred out because 
they contain chemicals which would place 
them within the provisions of the new law. 
For som months these chemists, under the 
direction of Secretary Wilson, have been 
analyzing foreign made goods, and the sec- 
retary has in his possession a long list of ar- 
ticles of commerce which could be excluded 
if the new law should be strictly enforced. 

Germany is disturbed because of the de- 
cision of this government to continue the en- 
forcement of the countervailing duties. In 
view of the power placed in the hands of the 
president it is believed that Germany will 
against 
American goods, and it is quite probable that 
better treatment for American meat prod- 
pire im the near future. ta 

Advices received at the war d ent 
from Manila indicate that the Philippine 
commission may determine to exercise the 
right of eminent domain to acquire lands 
of religious orders in the Philippine islands 
unless Archbishop Guidi, the vatican's rep- 
resentative, comes to some agreement with 
the Philippine government within. a short 
time. 

Every effort is ‘being made to effect a set- 
tiement without resorting to this power, but 
the latest information from Manila is that 
all other resources have been practically ex- 
ba usted, and that, so long as the friars con- 
tinue to oppose the efforts of Archbishop 
Guldi, the papal representative, no agree- 
ment can be looked for, 

The present status of the case, as explained 
by an official today, is that, while the vatican 
is perfectly willing to adjudicate all ques- 
tions relating to church property, it has ab- 
solutely no authority to compel the friars to 


| give up their possessiors. Church property 


consisting of cathedrals and other buildings 
erected on land belonging to the Spanish 
government is separate and distinct from 
the friar lands, which belong to the different 
friar bodies. The policy of the Philippine 
government has been to endeavor to secure 
the influence of the church to bring the 
friars to terms, in consideration of which a 
liberal settlement would be made for all 
church property. Gov. Taft secured from the 
vatican assurances that it would support the 
Philippine government in its negotiations 
with the friars, and to this end sent Arch- 
bishop Guidi to Manila to conduct-the nego- 
tiations with Gov. Taft. Positive informa- 
tion has been received here to the effect 
that Archbishop Guidi has failed to secure 
any concessions from the friars, but that, 
on the contrary, the friars have begun to use 
their influence in Rome against Archbishop 
Guidi, 

The friars also insisted upon the payment 
of extremely high prices for some of their 
property, and named figures that were con- 
sidered by the Philippine commission to be 

ebeclutely prohibitive.

University Man Says the Present 


Teaching Methods Prevent iy 


Enthusiastic Activity. 


The modern divinity school with its higher 
criticism, its historical study, its archeology 
and philology is not fitting its students for 
vital preaching, but instead is fostering in 
them a frame of mind inimical to the most 
effective work, and removed Dun human in- 
terests, 

This is the ben ot Gerald Bir 
ney Smith of the University of Chicago, 
stated in a monograph on “ Practical Theo- 
logy: A Neglected Field in Theological Edu- 
cation,” soon to be issued from the Univer- 
sity press. To remedy this fault Prof. Smith 

proposes a department of practical theo- 
logy which shall enable the student to de- 
termine the practical applicability of the 
knowledge which he has obtained from each 
of the other departments.” 

It is impossible, states Prof. Smith, to 
ignore the fact that a certain lack of sym- 
pathy, amounting sometimes to distrust, and 
even hostility, exists between modern theo- 
logical scholarship and the evangelical in- 
terests of the church. The scholar feels that 
no greater disaster could befall Christianity 
than to continue to proclaim doctrines which 
cannot be scientifically defended. The preach- 
er, on the other hand, deplores even the hon- 
est questionings of the scholar, because they 
introduce a negative tone where he Gesires 
positive conviction.” 


Whither Scientific Training Leads. 
Prof. Smith goes on to show that the train- 


ing of the student to a strictly scientific atti-- 


tude of mind leads to the habit of making 
provisional judgments and thus prevents 
enthusiastic activity along practical lines. 

“The historical method in theology.“ he 
says, seems to the man of action to be 
equivalent to transforming the ministry into 
a debating society. So far as practical re- 
sults are co ed there is Mttle difference 
between the fündamental agnosticism of the 
infidel and the judicial doubt of the scholar. 

Much as the scholar may desire to arrive 
at positive conclusions, his method of feach- 
ing these must inevitably be a hindrance 
rather than a help to the man who needs 
some definite working theory for his prac- 
tical labor. More important to the practical 
worker than all the boasted achievements } 
of scholarship is the loss which he sees in 
the substitution of intellectual curiosity for 
spiritual authority in the mind of the bible 
student. 

Apt to Bewilder the Student. 

“After reading a treatise in}which the 
errors of traditional interpretations are dem- 
onstrated, he is apt to ask if the Protestant 
church has not been emancipated from the 
priesthood of the Roman Catholic church 
only to become utterly dependent on a new 
priesthood of critical scholars for its knowl- 
edge of Christian truth. 

For practical purposes the Catholic priest- , 
hood is preferable, because it has authorita- 
tive teachings ready for use, while the 
scholars are ‘ ever learning but never able to 
come to a knowledge of the truth.’ The wait- 
ing attitude, the suspension of judgment, the 
willingness to entertain either of two con- 
flicting theories, all of these are conditions of 
life for science, but they are conditions of 
death for active faith.“ 

After thus showing the “ maladjustment 


ests in modern theological education, Prof. 
Smith seeks to find a remedy. The idea that 
the business of the theologian is to reproduce 
scriptural. truth without regard to our mod- 
ern thought world Prof. Smith dismisses as 
not different from the “ scribal method of 
teaching religion which Jesus Christ re- 
pudiated.” 


Different Results of Education. 


“The theory that men should be required 
to reproduce the teachings of scripture in 
their religious thinking.“ he said, “is a 
relic of precritical scholarship. While edu- 
cation and environment have transported the 
layman out of the biblical cosmos into the 
world of modern science, the education of the 
theological student has been transporting 
him back into that very world which is be- 
coming so strange to the layman. The eci- 
entific deliverances of biblical scholars, as 
such, are two millenniums removed from the 
life which the pastor must share and guide.” 

The theory that the researches of the bib- 
Heal scholars should be supplemented by the 
work of the systematic theologian who will 
gather up the results of biblical scholarship 
into a system of doctrine is dismissed on

“The Harlan report,“ came the reply, “ is 
a report published by the mayor, and is an 
authoritative utterance of the city of our 
rights in these streets,“ and the attorney 
used the quotation from Macaulay already 
mentioned. . 


Act Never Legally Interpreted. 

Turning from the “city’s gospel” for a 
moment, Mr. Auerbach explained in detail 
the long petition filed on behalf of the re- 
ceivers, which precipitated the discussion. 

The story is told with some emphasis 
that from the beginning of time.“ he said, in 
relating the city’s attitude, down to the 
present date, there has hot been any one, so 
far as I know, who has ever, from the stand- 
point of the city, or any court, United States 
of state court, undertaken to interpret this 
act of 1865 as other than what we are going 
to claim it to be. There have been a lot of 
irrelevant statements concerning it; most 
trivial, theoretical statements concerning it, 
ex cathedra statements, which are no more 
entitled to be received than my opinion is 
entitled to be received.” 

Mr. Auerbach, in his contentions as to the 
validity of the act, referred to opinions, at- 
tached to the petition, drafter in 1883, by 
Judge Francis Adams, then corporation coun- 
sel for the city, and the late Julius 8. Grin- 
nell, then city attorney. Both held; when the 
question of the franchise was being consid- 
ered, that the act of 1865 was valid. The 
opinion of the late ex-President Harrison, 
also attached, was referred to. 


Court Asks for Jamieson Ruling. 


Then Mr. Auerbach took up the recent 
opinion of ex-Judge Egbert Jamieson, pre- 
sented to the local transportation committee 
eome weeks ago. 

His opinion. was adverse to the ninety- 
nine year act?” asked Judge Grosecup. 

Mr. Auerbach—No; it said that the ninety- 
nine year act was good, but that we had lost 
our rights under it by the compromise ordi- 
nance of 1883. , 

The court—I should like to have that. 

Mr. Auerbach explained that the court 
would be provided, too, with a pamphlet, 
“The Other Side of the Traction Question.“ 
which was prepared by Aid. E. F. Herrmann 
and E. A. Winston in 1898 and presented to 
the Municipal Yoters’ league. 


Quotes Present Mayor’s Father. 


In 1883 the whole question came up.“ con- 
tinued the New Yorker. ‘“‘ Twenty-five years 
had gone by since the companies were in- 
corporated, and it was then a seething caul- 
dron as to what were the rights of these cor- 
porations. The compromise ordinance of 
1883 was passed, and I will read you what 
the late Carter H. Harrison, then mayor, 
said concerning this compromise ordinance. 
It is not only interesting, but it is a com- 
mentary on the act which is most helpful in 
the construction of it. The claim is that the 
ordinance of 1883 operated to surrender vol- 
untarily by the corporation its rights which it 
had under these long term grants. Mayor 


No one can be more impressed than I 
by the enormity attempted to be perpetrated 


on this city by the act of 1865, extending the 


franchises of the several railroad companies 
affected by it for nearly three-quarters of a 


Tou see the indignation ran high then, 
after twenty years had elapsed, just as it 
runs high after forty years have elapsed.” 
That was when the franchise grant, which 
the city now claims expires on July 30 next, 
was being discussed, Mr. Auerbach ex-

Elder Harrison’s Words Praised. 


“But Mr. Harrison,“ asserted the attor- 
ney, at that time continued as follows: 
‘I am forced to yield to the opinion of oth- 
ers more experienced than myself that the 
act of 1865 is valid. Hampered as courts 


binding upon them, I feel that were the 
matter to be taken before them at this time 
the city would stand a poor show for a 
favorable decision.’ 

And it is interesting to know what Mr. 
Harrison said as to the claim that was made. 
Although he had this indignation that sur- 
vived the lapse of twenty years about the 
horrors of the act of the general assembly 
of 1865, he still said, ‘I therefore say it is 
not only a fair compromise, but one which 
I would deem myself only criminal not to 
do all I could to brjng it about.“ Those are 
wise words from a municipal standpoint and 
from a legal standpoint.” 


Rights Not Waived in 1883. 


He then read the paragraph of the ordi- 
nance of 1883, which provided that that 
contract with the city should not “in any 
manner impair, change, or alter existing 
rights —an argument that the ninety-nine 
year act had not been interfered with by 
the companies accepting this grant from 
the city. ! 

Continuing as to recent negotiations with 
the city, Mr. Auerbach said: 7 

Some one some time ago said, Lou 
must give up that ninety-nine year act,’ 
and that has been repeated so that it has 
driven the company into the hands of re- 
celvers and it is now being administered by 
the receivers because the city has taken a 
hostile attitude. I am not saying unreason- 


ably, I am saying, however, that they are 


taking the attitude, and it is founded on a 
Oourt Seeks Information. 
„Mr. Auerbach, the ultimatum from which 
vou read.“ interrupted Judge Grosscup, re- 
ferring to the council committee's attitude, 
„ gays: The committee will consider at this 
time the value of all unexpired franchises, 
including ‘the value of the unexpired portion 
of the ninety-nine year act, if any, in con- 
nection with the question of compensation.“ 


| attorney, and for eight or ten years was an 


thing, who said over and over again it did 
not amount to anything, they were to be the 
umpires of the values of these vasts rights 
in this city, and we would rather havea great 
federal court to be our umpire. The time has 
not yet come when people will submit the 
rights which they have to one of the con- 
tracting parties, who in advance says, ‘I 
will be a poor umpire, because you have not 
got anything to arbitrate of value.“ 

„And I say this city is responsible today,” 
continued the attorney. “It has put these 
properties in the hands of a receiver; it has 
destroyed their credit; and some one, at 
some time or other, if these franchises are 
of great and inestimable value, is going to 
answer at the bar of public opinion, for the 
depreciation in the shares of these companies 
at this moment. There is a panic almost in 
the depreciation in value of these shares. 

1 do not want to persuade your honor 
for one moment to give to these corporations 
— jot or one tittle of right which they are 
not entitled to enjoy. This is no time in the 
temper of public opinion to get rights vested 
in us which we are not ultimately going to 
be entitled to.“ 


Te kes the City to Task. 


Mr. Auerbach here attacked the city’s re- 
fusal to take any steps to settle the validity 
of the act of 1865. Said he: 

“When the question comes up as to 
whether we will stay in this city under our 
rights, is there a question of submitting it 
to your honor? No, it is a campaign of ret- 
ribution, retaliation, and revenge on the part 
of the municipal body. Retaliation, retribu- 
tion, and revenge—three Rs, some kind of 
‘Ready Relief’ that the city wants to exact 
from us. 

“ Now, let me first turn to the municipal 
gospel—the corporate gospel—the Harlan re- 
port. Who put it out? John Maynard Har- 
lan, William S. Jackson, Adolphus W. Malt- 
by, William Maypole, and Carter H. Har- 
rison, ex officio, a special committee to in- 
vestigate this whole subject. Let me read 
to you for your own information the key in 
which this tone is pitched. This is supposed 
to be a statement of the city’s case. It is not 
supposed to be that of an advocate. It is 
supposed to advise the people of the city, and 
the press has taken it to be a fair statement 
ot the situation.“ 


Defends Name of. Grinnell. 


Here he assailed the Harlan report for its 
alleged intimation that ex-~Judge Grinnell, 
after the opinion of 18838 upholding the act, 
stepped into the legal service of the City rail- 
way company, an event which happened 
about eight years after the late jurist re- 
leased the city attorneyship. 

See how this report starts,“ asserted Mr. 
Auerbach, quoting: ‘ An elaborate opinion, 
signed by Francis: Adams, now judge of the 
Circuit court, and by the late Julius 8. Grin- 
nell, then city attorney, and afterward coun- 
sel for the City railway company—that opin- 
fon apparently having been prepared by Mr. 
Grinnell—was submitted to the city.“ 

Now, I am not going to say anything 
about the standpoint from which this book 
was made up except this, that it starts with 
a statement so manifestly unfair that you 
cannot expect much of the people who pro- 
mulgate it. What does your honor gather 
from those words, and what do I gather? 
That Mr. Adams did not write the opinion to 
which his name is signed, and that Julius 
Grinnell stepped from his office with an in- 
timation that there was good reason why 
he stepped from one office to the other. And 
yet. you know better than I that he stood be- 
“tween law and disorder in this city asstate’s 


honored judge in this community. And yet 
there isn’t any question about the inference 
contained in thie statement. 

I do not think the man who is responsible 
for that statement can bein any better busi- 
ness than to issue an expurgated edition of 
this book. No man could stand higher in 
the estimation of the community than Grin- 
nell, and yet he is characterized as a man 
who wrote an opinion as city attorney in the 
interest of a railway company to which he 
was committed. That is the inference from 
those words, and nothing else.“. 


Taking up the. contended constitutionality 
of the act, Mr. Auerbach continued: 

“The presumption as to this act is that 
it is constitutional, and I am going to show 
your honor by what course of reasoning the 
city has brought itself and the public to be- 
beve that these corporations are trespassers 
in the highway practically. There has been 
talk about stock watering. 

„ Well, I haven't anything to say in ex- 
tenuation of it. I am not saying anything 
about it, because, whether it is represented 
by one share or a hundred millions of shares, 
the property is in the hands of the court, 
not the capital steck. I do not see why the 
city should complain; the stock has fallen 
to nothing, due to its hostility. The market 
price shows the water is out of it.

for Chicago and New York's best citizenship, 
and they are too old to learn to fail to keep 
their bargains. They have promised this 
city and they have promised the court 
through the city, and promised the public 
that all money shall be forthcoming if rea- 
sonable contractual relations are entered 
nto.’’ 

Then followed the claim of the need of

Mr. Auerbach, referring to the local trans- 
tion committee, “ when they laid down 
hefr ultimatum for a waiver of the act, knew 
that the railroad company and the receivers 
could not comply with it.“ 
| Sees a Changing Sentiment. 
Another stab at the Harlan report, and he 
continued, in drawing to a conclusion: 
Now, I did not intend, in view of the 
absence of the city’s coungel, to take any 
such time as I have taken, and I want to 
try to keep my undertaking that I should 
not speak as an advocate, but more as one 
of your own officers, and if I have been im- 
patient it is not because I have any grievance 
with this city—I do not live here, lam herein 
the pursuit of my professional calling, trying 
to save some property that under all the 
circumstances perhaps people may have been 
foolish enough to buy. , 
The mayor and the common council of 
this city have treated us well enough, and 
so has the press. The press has treated these 
interests abundantly well, and I think there 
has come into this city a kind of change of 
public opinion, which will be reinforced by 
your honor’s opinion.“ 


Ni unfortunate,” ton tinued Mr. Auer- 
bach, that these corporations were driven 
into the condition that they were, but it is 
most fortunate that this case has been 
brought into this court. One of the things 
og have marked the course of this country 
s the principle that when rights are vested 
they shall not be repudiated, provided they 
are vested in innocent purchasers. Now, 1 
do not think any more grievous result could 
come to this city than to have this case de- 
vided as this volume *’—referring to the Har- 
lan report says it ought to. be ddcided. 
1 am sure of it. I am sure that would 
not go in the world; I am sure it would not 
go in Chicago, because it means that the 
ecision would have to be based on author- 
ized repudiation; great contracts made with 
these corporations, and made, not with them, 
hot with the people who have watered the 
stock—if they have watered it—but made for 
the benefit today of 2,000 shareholders, most 
of whom live in this city. 
Now, I do not think that Chicago can 
afford to have such a decision, and I think 
it would be most unfortunate if. your honor 
felt compelled to make sucha decision which 
would give the rights that that book says 
they claim against the vested interests which 
we are trying to defend. That is all. Ws 
re trying to defend, not trying to build up 
nto a great scheme of transportation for 
profit to anybody. 
He pointed out what a favorable decision 
would mean to stockholders, adding: 
Tour honor, perhaps, will take judicial

| Here he served formal notice of the atti-

Argument by Mr. Gurley. 


General Counsel Gurley’s argument was 


given more to technicalities and the presenta- 
‘tien of the points of law and former decisions 
which are held to controvert the city’s claims 
on the five phases of contention. He dealt 
first with two foremost claims. 

The first claim 18,“ asserted Mr. Gurley, 
“that; granting the validity of the act, any 
rights thereunder acquired by the rafiroad 
companies have been waived by them. 3 

The second is directed to the act itself, 
and it ia claimed that the act is unconstitu- 
tional by reason, of the fact, or alleged fact, 
that more than one subject is embraced’ in 
the bill; and those subjects are net expressed 


in the title, and that the act in those regards. 


is in contravention of the constitution then 
existing—to-wit: the constitution of 1848. 
In all the discussions that have been 
had. upon the questions that have arisen in 
the agitation over this matter, I have never 
seen any lawyer's opinion to the effect that 
the legislature did not have the power to 
pass the act of 1865." . 
He held that, to his mind, the opinion of

settled the questionof the act’s validity. 
Necalls Some Early Laws. . 


He then took up the contention of er- 


Judge Jamieson that the acceptance of the 
ordinance of 1883 had constituted a waiver 
by the company of any rights acquired under 


the ninety-nine year act. . 


His points, or attempted points,“ assert- 
ed Mr. Gurley, are absolutely untenable. 
For the sake of argument even he admits the 
validity of the act of 1865, but he contends 


that these rights were waived by acceptance | : 


of the extension franchise in 1883. 

Then the attorney entered at length into 
the provisions of the acts of 1859 and 1861, 
the former incorporating the Chicago City 
railway and the North Chicago railway com- 
panies, and the latter the old Chicago West 
Division company. : 
showed, extended the rights acquired by 
these corporations under the previous acts 
to ninety-nine years. 

He cited sections to show that, in point of 
franchise powers conferred as to the use of 


streets, the acts of 1859 and 1865 were identi- 


cal. The latter act also was shown to con- 
tain the stipulation that any amendments or 
alterations in contracts, stipulations, licen- 
ses, and undertakings’’ entered into between 
the corporations and the city shall be valid 
and effectual during the ninety-nine year life 
of the companies. He referred at length to 
the franchise negotiations of 1888, quoting 
the then Mayor Harrison's message freely. 


Company’s Rights Preserved. 

Mr. Gurley admitted ex-Judge Jamieson’s 
contention that the city council at that time 
changed every then existing ordinance af- 
fecting the company, except the final proviso 
held to reserve unimpaired the rights of the 
1865 act. The attorney traced, in this con- 
nection, the wrangling litigation over the 
effort of the city, by ordinance in 1878, te 


| levy a $50 a year license fee on every car. 


But the proviso to that ordinance,”’ as- 
serted Mr. Gurley, reads as follows: But 
nothing in section contained, or the 
acceptance t f, shall in any manner im- 
pair, change, or alter the existing rights, 
duties, and obligations of the city or the 
said companies, respectively, from and after 
the expiration of the said term of years here- 
inbefore mentioned.’ 

Either that proviso meant to protect the 
company and its claim of rights under the 
ninety-nine year act or it is absolutely mean- 
ingless. Ex- Ju Jamieson tries to escape 
that proviso. He asserts that ‘the rights, 
duties, and obligations therein mentioned 
were beyond and outside of those contained 
in the act of 1865. I submit that there can be 
ho escape that they had to do with the state 
and municipal legislation as to the com- 
pany’s rights to the streets of Chicago. 
Judge Jamieson’s contention throughout is 
contrary to the attitude and claims of all 
parties at that time.” 


Court Defines a Waiver. 

Mr. Gurley took up the legal definition of 
‘waiver’ as applied to any waivering of 
such rights as are held to obtain under 
the ninety-nine year act. Judge Jamieson’'s 
definition on this point was held to be wrong. 

The Court—I always understood that a 
waiver was a voluntary conscious act of 
surrendering in consideration of 
something else. 

Tes, said Mr. Gurley, and then he took: 
up the company’s position as to the alleged 
rights under the ninety-nine year act at 
that time, quoting liberally from the the 
Mayor Harrison’s message.

1865. This present ordinance leaves the 
whole matter in abeyance for twenty years, 
and is therefore favorable to the city.’ | 

Is there any doubt hew everybody con- 
strued that proviso at that time? Judge 
Jamieson is the only lawyer in the city of 
Chicago that I have ever heard of (and I 
have heard this question discussed in many 
ways and with many people) that has ever 
taken the position that by the acceptance 
of the ordinance of July 30, as amended by 
the ordinance of Aug. 6, the railroad com- 
panies waived any rights whatsoever at the 
end of the twenty years.” 

Taking upthe Hermann-Winston pamphlet 
of 1898, which had been canvassed by Mr. 
Auerbach, Attorney Gurley insisted that the 
alderman and his law partner inclined to the 
Adams’ opinion of 1888 as to the right of 
the legislature to enact the act of 18. 


Says City Recognized the Act, 
ls there no recognition of the act of 1865 
by the city?” asked Judge Grosscup. 

Mr. Guriey—It is recognized, your honor, 
from time to time the city council has di- 
rected its corporation ceunsel to publish all 
acts and ordinances valid and in force in the 
city of Chicago, and invariably, on at least 
three or four occasions since the act of 1866, 
they have published this act of 1865 as a valid 
and existing act, and it was as 
such.

An Ethical Study of the Church of Rome. 


By Joseph McCabe. 

Joseph McCabe, the author of 25 CHURCH 
DISCIPLINE” (Charles Scribner's Sons, New 
York), was for ten years a Franciscan monk. 
He is also the author of two exceptionally 
well written books, the Life of Peter Abel- 
ard and of St. Augustine and His Age.“ 
If he was ever possessed of any illusions of 
an excessive veneration he has evidently out- 
grown them. 

The remarkable quality about his “* ethical 
study of the church of Rome is that it is 
at once a criticism and an appreciation. As 
such it has its own value. It is a fresh point 
of view which the author has chosen. The 
actual is not allowed to obscure the creative 
ideal. There is no bitternessin the portrayal 


of falsifications and abuses, neither is there 


any pretense of enthusiasm fer the ideals. 
The candor is of the kind that dees not much 
take to heart the one side er ether. There is, 
however, a certain fairness of estimate that 
is no doubt helpful to the cause of both his- 
toric and theoretic truth. | 

Especially is the real ethical interest and 
value pertaining to the whole scheme of 
Catholic ** discipline ’’ set forth in a specially 


instructive way. Catholic readers will find. 


in the book a good deal of interest and much 
food for useful reflection. And non-Catholic 
readers will find in it not a little to help them 
to a juster estimate of matters pertaining to 
priest and people, grace and sacraments, 
confession, the esthetic ideal, the ideal of 
the work, and the roll of the canonized. 

It would be unpardonable not to believé in 
the saints,“ in every age, and clime, and 
religion, who heroically achieved the ideal 
of their day. They lived in the twilight of 
thought, however perfectly they caught the 
dim rays; we live at least a little nearer to 
the light.

Prof. von Holst's first coming to c Satara 
was the end of a youthful romance. 

Born a subject of the czar, in Livonia, he. 
attended the university at Heidelberg and 
traveled in France, Italy, Africa, and Russia. 
Soon after Emperor Alexander II. escaped 
death at the hands of an assassin Prof. von 
Holst published a pamphlet disapproving of 


the Russian system of government. For this 


he was exiled, and, like all the refugees: of 
his day, turned to America. 

This in its turn led to his marrying an 
American V girl. 

Dr. von Holst is not without henor im his 
own country. holding professor- 
ships in leading German universities he was 
a member of the German upper W and a 
favorite of the late emperor. 

The emperor thought se highly of arian that 


ne had marked him out fer the highest hon- 


ors. He was a member of the Prussian Acad- 
emy of Sciences and the anden on Amer- 
ican history. 

Dr. von Holst ts a distinguished ornament 
of the public platferm, a fluent speaker on 
‘every important subject, and an eloquent ad- 
vocate of all that is progressive, bread, and 
beneficial. 

Dr. von Holst is one of the foremost schol- 
ars ef the time. 

He is the authority on American constitu- 
tional history. 

His monumental work on American consti- 
tutional history became a classic on the day 
of its publication. Scarcely less important 
is his “‘ Constitutional Law of the United 
States, while his other works dealing with 
American history and political science are 
among the most valuable publications of 
their kind. 


He was one of the first distinguished for- | 


eigners engaged by the University of Chicago, 
so that he began to teach history here as soon 
as the ingtitution’s doors were opened.

countries than the United States. World's 
shipments for three months from March 14 
to date have been 143,466,000 bu, compared 
with 110,627,000 bu the corresponding period 
last year. Shipments from the United States 
during these months were 60,585,000 bu, com- 
pared with 65,162,000 bu last year. While 
total shipments have been 83,000,000 bu 
larger, those from this country have fallen 
off 5,000,000 bu, dropping from 50 per cent 
of the total to 35 per cent. Of course, the 
figures also argue a greater consumption, and 
if shipments from other countries fall off 
there may be a sharper demand for the 
American surplus. The amount on ocean 
passage increased 5,000,000 bu during the 
three months of 1908, compared with a de- 
crease of 3,000,000. bu last year, but is still 
5,000,000 bu less than a year ago. 

A correspondent of W. P. Anderson at 
Portland, Ore., writes: While the market 
is at present dull, our foreign advices and 
perhaps our local conditions on this coast 
cause us to feel favorable to wheat. Our

“Crop has gone backward very much in 
the last ten days. Weather is 80 dry the 
stoals and young plants are drying up bad- 
ly.” Some Minneapolis advices were of re- 
ports to elevator concerns that it would be a 
serious matter if rain did not come in a week 
or ten days. Other advices werethat no rains 
are necessary, crops being larger. with 
ground in present condition than when it is 
wet. Following are some reports sent out by 
Daggett under date of June 17: 

Grand Forks, N. D.—The necessity for a 
general rain is growing more pronounced 
every day in nerthern Dakota and northern 
Minnesota. The country along the Red river 
is beginning to suffer, and unless there is a 
good soaking rain the next week or ten days 
at the outside, the crops will be seriously 
damaged.

THE CLEARING HOUSE. 


Committee Agrees on Terms, Which 
Mast Be Passed Upon by Secretary 
of the Treasury—Government Net to 

‘Become a Member, but Merely Be 
Permitted to Clear—Western State 
Bank Sto¢kholders Vote to Increase 
Capital to $1,000,000. 


Details of the admission of the United } 
States subtreasury to the privileges of the 
clearing house were agreed on yesterday by 
the clearing house committee. Secretary 
Shaw will be communicated with, and if the 
arrangements are agreeable to the treasury 
the subtreasury will be admitted for a period 
of three months. No date was fixed, since 
that cannot be done until the secretary of the 
treasury is satisfied with the arrangements. 

It may be distinctly noted that the sub- 
treasury does not become a member of the 
association It merely enjoys the privileges 
of clearing without any voice in the man- 
agement. It bears its proportionate share of 
expensés, but is not charged an initiation 
| fee such as the banks pay. 

Unless the secretary of the treasury 6>- 
jects the subtreasury here will accept the 
money bags and bill packages of the clear- 
ing house at the value s ed upon them 
in settlement of balances. Since the gov- 
ernment does not permit a subtreasurer to 
convey money through the streets the clear- 
ing house will be obliged to convey to the 
subtreasury the balances due it, and while 
in transit the ‘funds will be at the risk of 
the clearing house. 

The details of admission are practically 
the same as in New York. In settlement of 
balances the subtreasury accepts either 
legal tender money or bank notes, 3 
not accept clearing house certificates. 


Western State Votes Capital Increase. 
At a special meeting yesterday stockhold- 


crease the capital stock from $500,000 to 
$1,000,000 and also veted to consolidate on 
July 1 the Western State bank with the West- 
ern Trust and Savings bank. The latter ts 
merely a corporation with a charter and au- 
thorized capital of $1,000,000. The charter 
was taken out in order to give the Western 
State larger privileges than it enjoys under 
its present charter. 

A trust and bond business will be the new 
features of immediate importance. 

The new capital authorized yesterday is 
payable in two installments. The shares are 


the subscription and $100 en or before June 
30. Stockholders of record yesterday have 
the right to subscribe any time until June 25. 

With the exception of 100 shares all the 
present stock agreed to relinquish the right 
to subscribe to one-half of the allotment. 
These shares are held by an estate. Noth- 
ing will be done about the election of new 
members to the board until the regular July 
meeting of the directory, after the consoli- 
dation with the Westein Trust and Savings 
bank. There has been no change in the 
plans with reference to consolidation with 
Otis Wilson & Co., and the admission of two 
members of that firm into the managément 
of the Institution. Mr. Wilson will become 
a director and Joseph B. Otis Jr. a director 
and vice president. 

The Western State continues to show 
steady growth. A few days ago the deposits 
tone $2,460,000, the highest in the bank’s 
ry. 


Drainage Bonds and Money. 
Significant evidence of the local 
situation is afforded by the fact that there 
was but one bid for the $1,500,000 4 per cent 
sanitary district bonds, and that was at 
100.166, or practically par.

Receipts of cattle were below what usually 
comes on this day of the week, and were 
made up principally of not better than me- 
dium to common quality.

Chicago, June 18.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
As there is now a general epidemſé of strikes, a 
brief statement of the principal points decided 


order. They are fundamental and farreaching. 

1. The right of men—union or nonunion—to work 
unmolested for any party wishing to employ them 
is indisputable, and whoever infringes that right 
is a lawbreaker. ‘ 

2. Employers and employed have an equa! right 
to combine to protect their interests, but neither 
party acquires any new rights by such combina- 
tion 


3. Trade unionism is legitimate, and its claim 
to recognition by employers, corporate or other- 
wise, is well founded, not only in ethics, but by 
economic considerations. 

4. A trade union is a voluntary social organ- 
ization, and, like every other organization, is sub- 
ordinate to the laws of the land, and cannot make 
rules or regulations in contravention thereof. Yet 
it at times seek to set itself up as a separate and 
distinct governing agency and to control those 
who refuse to join its ranks and to consent to its 
government, and to deny to those the persona! lib- 
erties which are guaranteed to every citizen by the 
constitution and laws of the land. : 

5. The right to remain at work where others 
have ceased to work, or to engage anew to do work 
which others have abandoned, is part of the per- 


dered. and every infringement thereof merits and 
should receive the stern denouncement of the law. 
All government implies restraint, and it is not less 
but more necessary in self-governed communi- 
ties than in others to compe! restraint of the pas- 
sions of men which work for disorder and lawless 
ness.

Testimony That the Patrolman Ac- 
cepted Money from a Woman and 
Also Throws New Light on Some of 
Chicagos Downtown Saloons—Ald. 
g Dever Is Among Those Whe Hear 
How police cases are “fixed” and how 
“pulls” play an important part in the mal-. 
administration of justice in Chicago was 
revealed once again in Judge Brentano's 


court yesterday during the progress of a 
larceny case.

Ald. W. E. Dever of the Seventeenth ward, 
and if he listened as attentively as did many 
others he probably secured information that 
will increase his value as a city father, pro- 
viding he shares his new knowledge with his 
council colleagues and induces them to take 
cognizance of the conditions that have 
brought Chicago into disgrace time and 
again. 

The information was brought out at the 
instance of May Bell and Maggie Clark, who 
sought to show that the larceny charge 
against them had been inspired by Patrolman 
Driscoll of the Central detail, because May 
Bell had refused to pay him all the money 
he asked to fix a case for her. 


How Cases Are “Fixed.” 
Among the statements that the alderman 
heard, if he followed the evidence closely, 
were the following: 

That the saloon of John T. Rafferty, in 
Harrison street, next to the police station, 
has been for eight years, and is now, a ren- 
dezvous for women; that police court cases 
are fixed there, and that Rafferty has lent 
his kindly offices in helping to fix” a case 
by making an appointment for the parties 
and witnessing the exchange of money. Raf- 
ferty testified to these facts himself, protest- 
ing repeatedly that his position on the wit- 
ness stand was not to his liking at all.“ 

That a saloon at Fifth avenue and Wash- 
ington street is a resort for women, who ac- 
cost men on the stréet near by, and invite 
them to buy drinks in the saloon; that the 
female patrons of the place are of the class 
that is supposed to be barred from saloons 
north of Harrison street. This was the tes- 
timony of May Bell, the defendant. 

That Michael Walsh, a collector of the 
county treasurer’s office and professional 
bondsman, does not get angry when ap- 
proached with a proposition to have cases’ 
against his clients fixed’’ for money, Walsh 
testified that he turned an attentive ear to 
such a proposition from Patrolman Driscoll

: Say Money Changed Hands. 

That Patrolman Driscoll once accepted $25 
to “square a larceny charge against May 
Bell, and that when she refusd later to give 
him $256 more he threatened to get even 
with her. This from Rafferty, who declared 
he witnessed the payment of the money and 
heard the threat, and also from the defend- 
ant, May Bell.
